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that pulls together high school or college chapters in local, 
regional and even international competitions. 

When Ditata was a high school freshman, he 
thought DECA was just a student group to talk about 
money and random topics involving business. But by 
his second year of involvement, ORR had established its 
membership in the international organization. 

In the two years since ORR’s chapter was 
officially founded, the Tri-Town public high school’s 
business group has seen sustained growth. Ditata 
estimates that the Tri-Town’s chapter has doubled in size. 

“A lot (of students) signed up at the beginning 
of the year,” he said. “It’s a big commitment, a lot of 
traveling.” 

The Atlanta trip is costing each student $800 
including the round-trip flight and hotel, but Ditata was 
able to use fundraisers to abate the entire cost. 

“DECA is such a great club in our community,” 
he said, noting that word of mouth resulted in some 
donations. The school chapter held a “Go Fund Me” 
campaign in which donations were divided among the 
students. There was also a raffle for an Apple watch, and 
Ditata sold Valentine’s Day chocolates in addition to other 
activities. 

“Hearing that cost makes you want to work 
harder,” he said. 

The daunting expenses leveraged by the 
necessary travel involved was temporarily abated by 
the coronavirus pandemic that, like curriculum, became 
a remote-access format. The District 8 competition 
scheduled in Hyannis was canceled in favor of a remote- 
access competition held January 11-18. 

“Now we're back in person sitting right in front 
of ajudge,” said Ditata. 

An important challenge looms on the horizon for 
ORR’s chapter, according to Ditata, who said the parent 
organization requires its member schools to have at least 
one business class on their curriculum. In ORR’s case, 
that must happen by the end of the 2022-23 academic 
year in order to avoid being under the threat of a chapter 
shutdown.

Marion Receives $102,000 Green Communities 

Assistant Town Administrator Judith Mooney, 
Facilities Director Shaun Cormier and the Marion 
Energy Management Committee are pleased to share 
that the Town of Marion has been awarded a $102,000 
Green Communities Competitive Grant from the state’s 
Department of Energy Resources (DOER.) 

The grant funding is part of a statewide initiative 
to help Massachusetts cities and towns find clean 
energy solutions that reduce long-term energy costs and 
strengthen local economies. The Town of Marion is one 
of 64 communities to receive a portion of the latest grant 
funds totaling over $8 million, which were announced last 
week. 

Approximately $80,000 of the town’s awarded 
erant will go toward replacing antiquated equipment 
that provides heating and cooling for the Elizabeth 
Taber Library’s first floor. This project is expected to 
save $3,389, 2,110 kWh of electricity and 2,508 therms of 
natural gas annually. The payback time for the project is 
approximately 24 years. 

Approximately $16,000 of the grant funding 
will go toward ductwork sealing and insulation in the 
Elizabeth Taber Library basement. This project is expected 
to save $904 and 753 therms of natural gas annually. The 
payback time for the project is approximately 18 years.

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FinCom Chairman to Withhold 


School Support 
Mattapoisett Select Board 
By Marilou Newell 

Coming before the Mattapoisett Select Board on 
Tuesday night was Finance Committee Chairman Pat 
Donoghue to advise the board members of her intention 
to speak out about raising local school budgets and the 
research she has undertaken to more fully understand 
why the per-pupil costs between the high school and the 
town’s two elementary schools is so vast. 

Donoghue began by telling the Select Board that 
as of April 19, the Finance Committee had not yet voted 
on the matter of whether to support the local school 
budget. “I'll be dissenting from approval of the budget,” 
she said, telling the Select Board members she does not 
want them to “be surprised” at the May 9 Spring Town 
Meeting. 

As she had at the April 14 meeting of the Finance 
Committee, Donoghue explained that her research found 
the elementary schools’ per-pupil costs have risen over 
60 percent since 2002, while the high school for the same 
period has risen 20 percent. 

When she inquired during previous budget cycles 
why costs were escalating, she said she was told by school 
officials that it costs more to educate elementary school 
students than high school students. However, when she 
contacted state officials, she was told the opposite was 
true. 

“That's a 36-percent difference,” Donoghue said, 
reiterating that single issue, per-pupil costs, remains a 
burning question that needs an answer. 

Donoghue said that in conversations with both 
Old Rochester Regional District Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson and Assistant Superintendent of Finance and 
Operations Howard Barber, she was told that teachers’ 


salaries cannot be trimmed until there are retirements. 

But she pointed out that when a retirement came at the 
elementary-school level, a new principal was hired. 
Donoghue also said that both Nelson and Barber have 
received raises in their compensation, reaching 7.6 percent 
for Nelson and 6.6 percent for Barber. 
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“The more I look, the worse it gets,” Donoghue 
told the board. “I’m losing sleep.” 

Select Board Chairman Jordan Collyer said, “We 
do know that having two elementary schools complicates 
things.” Donoghue responded, “The issues have to be 
studied in detail.” Board member Jodi Bauer agreed, 
saying, “We can’t sustain this.” Board member Tyler 
Macallister said, “We need people to understand and 
support us on Town Meeting floor.” 

“T need to make a strong enough statement. I 
don’t think people understand the costs,” Donoghue said. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said, “Schools 
should be finding ways to save money. There are plenty of 
empty classrooms. I’ve tried to talk to the superintendent 
about possibly working out an agreement with Acushnet 
— they don’t have a high school.” Continuing on, he said, 
“The task is a multiyear plan which they have to start ... 
they need to do more homework ... this is not sustainable, 
there will be an override very soon.” 

Collyer stated, “My focus is I don’t want to 
degrade the quality of the education, but we need to look 
at operational efficiencies. I think there are a lot of things 
we can do.” 

“T’ve got to get people to listen. I’m concerned,” 
Donoghue concluded. “We are all concerned,” echoed the 
board members. “I appreciate you looking at the numbers 
objectively,” Collyer added. 

Earlier in the meeting, Tree Committee Chairman 
Sandy Hering met with the board to give a report 
and to discuss the committee’s desire to have a seat at 
the table when discussing the future of existing trees 
and new plantings associated with the village streets 
redevelopment project. 

After Collyer read the Arbor Day Proclamation 
and announced that April 29 is the official tree-planting 
holiday, he also shared that Mattapoisett has been a 
Tree City for 14 years. Hering said that the mission of 
the committee is to increase the number of trees in the 
community, while also protecting the trees in place for 
future generations. 

In the last few years while the committee has 
planted approximately three new trees each season, 
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Hering said that as many as 25 trees in that same 

timeframe have been removed. “The street tree canopy Bacannnia and: tha isan at ROVERS.

Committee member, said, “It’s important to preserve A | as provides high level, personalized 
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easement, which may include the use of structural soils, a 
newer material that aids trees planted along roadways. 
Hering asked if the committee should start 
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looking for sites for new plantings. Collyer said they 
have until the first week of June and that once contract 
negotiations with the engineering group VHB are 
completed, work will begin on the 75-percent design 
completion, a point at which the planting plan would be 
essential. 

The possible need for a professional arborist 
was noted by Hering. Collyer said that since the 
roadway construction project would be funded by the 
Transportation Improvement Program (TIP), it would 
have to be determined who would be responsible for 
hiring an arborist. 

Hering said that on April 29, the committee 
would be planting four trees in front of the Police 
Department. She told the board, “Future generations will 
be grateful for our actions.” 

Collyer said that the village streets project, which 
will include upgrades to all utilities including water and 
drainage systems, is slated for 2026 grant distribution at 
a cost of approximately $28,000,000 of which the town’s 
portion is approximately 20 percent. 

The board also reviewed the draft warrant 
containing 28 articles. Lorenco said that the article 
possibly inspiring the most comments and questions 
will be Article 23, Mattapoisett River Valley Water 
District Filter Replacement. The article would approve 
$7,200,000 in indebtedness for the purpose of financing 
the construction of water treatment facility upgrades. 
Mattapoisett’s portion will be 20 percent, Lorenco said. 

The FY23 budget was also touched on and now 
stands at $30,766,000. Total receipts are $31,500,000 of 
which 80 percent comes from property taxes. He said 
that the tax rate will decrease by 7 cents to $12.33 and 
that approximately $2,000,000 is currently sitting in the 
stabilization fund. The warrant may be posted as soon as 
Tuesday, April 26. 

In other matters, Lorenco said that Richard Vacca 
has declined the position as conservation agent and town 
planner. He said that position, along with administration 
staffing and assistant to the town accountant, would be 
posted. 


Collyer took a moment to remember former 
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herring inspector Robert Martin, who passed away in 
recent weeks. “On behalf of the town, we extend our 
condolences to the family. He always had the best interest 
of the community in mind and did his job well,” said 
Collyer. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
was not scheduled upon adjournment. 


FinCom Still Questioning School Budget 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee

On April 14, the Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
met to review the Spring Town Meeting draft warrant and 
to hear Town Administrator Mike Lorenco’s description 
and explanation of those articles that raised questions in 
the minds of the committee members. 

“T’m still uncomfortable...” [with the per-pupil 
cost], said Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
towards the end of the meeting and told attendees that 
she has researched the escalating per-pupil costs between 
2002 and 2020. “In 2008, the per-pupil cost was the same 
for the high school and the local schools ... by 2020, the 
high school costs had risen 20 percent while the local 
schools have risen 62 percent.” 

Having questioned what had happened at the 
local schools to make those costs increase at a higher pace 
than at the high school, Donoghue said that locally she 
has been told that elementary school costs are higher than 
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high schools. But, she said, her further research did not 
seem to bear that deduction out. To the contrary, she said 
discussions with state officials yielded suggestions that 
the opposite should be the case. 

“This is a huge difference,” Donoghue said. “It’s 
like a feeding frenzy at the elementary schools.” 

FinCom member Tom Kelley echoed Donoghue’s 
confusion in the matter of per-pupil costs, saying, “I’ve 
done some research also, it’s inexplicable.” 

Part of Donoghue’s questioning seems to come 
from how costs could have continued to climb when, 
“we eliminated seven classroom teachers, yet there is an 
explosion of expenses. ... I can’t get a good explanation; 
maybe the numbers are wrong.” 
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Lorenco’s responses were pragmatic. 

“They need time to go through the budget. It 
needs to be a multiyear approach,” said Lorenco, adding 
that, even if the school budget was at 0 percent in terms 
of increases, “you are going to spend most of your budget 
on schools.” 

Kelley said the schools still need to provide a 
plan for controlling costs. He also wondered aloud in 
reference to per-pupil expenditures, “Do the townspeople 
know about this?” Donoghue replied, “No, they don’t.” 
Lorenco added, “The public doesn’t know a lot about this. 
Maybe regular meetings with the schools would help, but 
slashing the school budget for one year won't fix it.” 

There are presently 25 articles in the warrant draft 
covering highway expenditures at $250,000, tasers for 
the Police Department at $50,000 and the first phase of 
police accreditation at $20,000, new littering and dumping 
bylaws, upgrades to the freshwater systems at $7,500,000 
(Mattapoisett’s portion is 20 percent), a variety of water 
and sewer projects from replacement of the Pearl Street 
water line to repair and improvements of the Oakland 
otreet sewer system. 

The FY23 draft budget now shows local schools 
at $7,952,394, total town-wide operation expenses at 
$31,880,274 and estimated total receipts at $32,141,676. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee is scheduled for Thursday, April 21, at 6:00

Zoning Vote Could Be Simple Majority 
Marion Planning Board

Developer Matt Zuker, who needs Marion voters 
to support a zoning change at the May 9 Town Meeting 
so he can build a 48-unit, residential development on a 
30-acre parcel near the Wareham town line, hopes the 
Planning Board will consider his project eligible for a 
simple majority vote as opposed to the two-thirds support 
that the measure failed to garner last fall. 
The vote taken on October 19 in a Special Town 
Meeting was 34-32 against the town-supported proposal 
to rezone the land as Residence E (multi-family housing.) 
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Zuker’s project once again has the board’s and 
the town’s support. In his renewed bid this year, he has 
been holding public, informational sessions to make 


residents aware of the details and intentions of his project ARNE 
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aimed at providing market-rate housing geared toward 
families, medium incomes and especially seniors looking 
to downsize so they can age in place. 

“T think we’ve done a better job, my goal is to get 
two-thirds, but we’re just being prudent about it,” he told 
the Planning Board on Tuesday night. ee 
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places like Marion,” said Nelson, who is in support of 
Zuker’s project but is not convinced the board’s support 
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of a simple majority is either the intended application of 
the state legislation. She also aired concern over potential 
ramifications for the expectation of future applicants. 

“It’s also a precedent,” said Nelson. “We could 
have tons of projects down the line that say we choose to 
use it in this case. I think before we use this, we need to 
talk about this in different ways.” 

Nelson compared the issue to a discussion on 
zoning maps that transpired earlier in the meeting. The 
board, especially Norm Hills, did yeoman’s work to 
update the information, only to hear residents Sherman 
Briggs and Tucker Burr raise what the board would admit 
were valid questions heretofore not considered. 

“This extra step is a big change for our Planning 
Board,” she said. 

Member Norm Hills said, “Something new and 
different doesn’t mean you should shy away from it. We 
have a project that for all intents and purposes meets that. 
Will the next one?” he asked hypothetically. 

Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee suggested that the 
state has intentionally spread the discretion over to two 
boards (the Select Board included) and has written the 
law open ended “to let us design that process.” 

“T think they left it up to us to make that 
determination,” said Henry. “The Planning Board is 
solidly behind this project regardless of the methodology 
we select.” 

Being a neighbor to the project, member Chris 
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Collings recused himself from the proceedings. Member 
Joe Rocha was absent on business travel and especially 
seeing this is not a public hearing, Saltonstall said it is 
important that Rocha be given an opportunity to also 
weigh in. 

It was agreed upon that the members will email 
their points to Guey-Lee, and he will craft a decision that 
the board will vote on at its May 2 meeting. 

Zuker thanked the board for its careful 
consideration of his latest application. 

In another intense discussion that preceded 
the voting question, the board held a public hearing 
regarding the proposed zoning change to Section 230-8.2, 
the Water Protection District, Zoning Map updates. 

Hills explained that the new content from the 
state Department of Environmental Protection changes 
the size of Marion’s Water Protection District. “It’s a 
different shape,” he said, noting that the matter had been 
brought up prior to Town Meeting last year and then 
pulled from consideration. He said the board has been 
working to get the wording and the maps to agree with 
Town Counsel’s blessing. 

Once Town Meeting approves the changes, letters 
will go out to Acushnet and Rochester because some 
Marion water comes from wells in those towns. 

Briggs introduced Marion’s only well and the fact 
Pheasant Run is entirely inside the well-protection district 
and was never tied into town sewer. He questioned the 
purchase of over $300,000 for vacant property to protect 
the well district when it is offline. 

“T don’t think there’s been enough work done to 
justify the new line. This is part of my concern,” he said. 
Briggs also discussed a stream at Benson Brook Road 
that crosses the Aquifer Protection District and suggested 
it could be vulnerable to pollution from the town’s 
abandoned landfill. 

Hills said Marion is soon to receive a report from 
engineering firm Tata & Howard, Inc. on all the wells 
owned by the town. “There’s been no conscious decision 
to abandon that well field (in Marion),” he said. 

Meantime, Briggs objected to a bylaw he says is 
restricting the ability to build within that district while 
the town’s greatest source of pollution could be town 
property. “I think these are questions that ought to be 
answered on Town Meeting floor. [just want to give you a 
heads-up,” he said. 

While Hills said he received direction on the 
bylaws from Town Counsel, Burr considers the change an 
“obtuse requirement” for instance, should a construction 
business be looking to satisfy the board’s requirements. 

Collings empathized with Burr’s concern. “I’m 
hearing what Tucker is saying, and I’m surprised that 
we’ re moving from something that was concrete,” he said. 

Agreeing with Briggs’ concerns, Burr asked if 
the expanded coverage of the district to include several 
properties on Route 105 would prohibit the owners of 
those properties from building. 
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“There are septic systems up there, but they were 
a lot younger than they are now,” said Henry, who said he 
checked with the Board of Health for records and believes 
it is now time for those lots to connect to town sewer. 

Hills said the Comprehensive Wastewater 
Management Program will address 11 needs in town. 

Saltonstall isolated the matter of, “Does the 
language put the potential use of a property in jeopardy? 
That’s the question we can ask.”

Applicants Bernadette Kelly and L. Sheldon 
Daly III will be allowed to offer their real-estate clients 
circumstantially driven, short-term stays on the second 
floor of their 313 Wareham Street office after the Marion 
Zoning Board of Appeals voted unanimously during its 
April 14 public meeting to reinstate with a significant 
amendment a special permit that had automatically 
expired with the sale of the property last year. 

Originally, the special permit issued to the 
property’s previous owners in 2016 allowed the use of 
the second floor as office space. The amendment sought 
under Section 230-7.4a of the Zoning Bylaw will allow 
second-floor use as owner-occupied, residential space to 
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occasional, overnight accommodations for the applicant’s 
clients. 

Representing the applicants, Attorney Cary 
Leblanc explained that Kelly and Daly bought the 313 
Wareham Street property last summer and that the 
existing special permit was not conveyed with the sale. 
She told the ZBA that they run their real-estate company, 
Bernadette Kelly Group, out of the street level and are 
looking to make use of the second floor to host clients 
looking at area propertties.

Kelly suggested conditioning the permit to 
ensure that would not be the case, and Callow reminded 
the members that the ZBA could always condition 
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permits. 


ZBA member Dana Nilson motioned to grant the 
special permit to the applicants with the condition that the 
space only be offered to clients as outlined by Kelly and 
Leblanc, not the general public and with no advertising 
for rental allowed. 

Town Planner Doug Guey-Lee had questioned in 
a Planning Board meeting which board should adjudicate 
the case. In response, Witten wrote that since the ZBA had 
issued special permits in 2003 and in 2008 that governed 
and restricted the use of the property, any amendments to 
the same permits should be sought from and potentially 
granted by the ZBA. 

In other business, the board took up some matters 
for discussion, most notably the Mullin Rule, a state rule 
that allows the members of a town’s adjudicatory board 
to miss one public hearing without losing the right to vote 
on the application. 

Callow informed the ZBA that at present, the 
Mullin Rule only applies to Marion’s Planning Board, 
thus Baldwin cannot vote on the Heron Cove case, 
although she is allowed to participate in the discussions. 
The Mullin Rule, said Callow, will be on the warrant for 
the Fall Special Town Meeting, and a positive vote would 
apply the rule to all adjudicatory boards in Marion. 

Maintaining a quorum in the Heron Cove case 
is the top priority for the ZBA, the only Marion board 
hearing the 40B, affordable-housing case. Callow said 
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Dr. Ed Hoffer’s candidacy for Select Board, if successful, 
would necessitate his resignation from the ZBA because 
he was seated by appointment rather than election. 

Building Commissioner / Zoning Officer Robert 
Grillo said the town is trying to streamline some 
processes, and a new step is not to have applicants sign 
paperwork until their applications are complete and ready 
to go forward. Once they sign, then will the application be 
processed and all associated timelines will become subject 
to town regulations.

“What better way to make this real for our kids 
than to have an actual storyteller,” said School Committee 
Chairperson April Nye, who thanked the Marion Cultural 
Council for partially funding the grant and VASE for 
providing money along with the performing arts budget. 

Nye publicly thanked Barrett for her efforts in 
securing the grant. “This is a great thing for those kids, 
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and they’re going to love it,” she said. 

The Marion School Committee added its vote to 
that of the Mattapoisett and Rochester school committees 
approving a name change for the Anti-Racism Sub- 
Committee to the Equity Sub-Committee. 

Since the committee began 18 months ago, 

Old Rochester Regional Director of Student Services 
Craig Davidson and consultant Christina Brown have 
functioned as cochairs. During that time, Davidson 
explained, the focus of the group has evolved to what 
he called a “punch line,” celebrating and supporting 
inclusion, diversity and belonging. 

“Tt still really has that anti-racism lens in it,” said 
Davidson. 

In his Financial Report, Assistant Superintendent 
of Finance and Operations Howie Barber reported that 
the Marion School District has approximately $380,000 
remaining in the FY22 operating budget. 

Nye acknowledged member Christine Marcolini’s 
final meeting. 

“T just wanted to dedicate this to you ... as a small 
token of thanking you,” said Nye. “You stepped up when 
there was a need and we needed you.” Nye said Marcolini 
has set the bar for everyone with the “dignity and grace, 
style and leadership in everything you do.” 

ORR Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
added that Marcolini always makes her decision around 
what's best for kids. 

In the Central Office Report, Assistant 
Superintendent of Teaching and Learning Dr. Jannell 
Pearson-Campbell told the committee that on April 
11, a professional development event was held for the 
leadership team and educators with an emphasis on 
discovering the native languages of students’ families 
in order to improve support. On May 10, Campbell 
announced there will be an instructional event benefitting 
the professional-development plan. 

Davidson reported on the transition process for 
Grade 6 students scheduled to attend ORR Junior High 
School in the fall. He said that ORR has started the process 
earlier and added layers to “make sure we’re transitioning 
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Jesse Jackson III met with parents for training on 
how to speak to their children on cultural sensitivity and 
racial incidents in or out of school. 

Assistant Principal Peter Crisafulli discussed 
equity data, preparation for Earth Day and an increase 
in recycling efforts that includes plastic lunchboxes 
now finding their way into bins stations in the Sippican 
cafeteria and in the multipurpose room. He also noted 
that the recent Boosterthon Fun Run exceeded its goal, 
raising a little over $29,000. 

The committee entered executive session to 
discuss negotiations with personnel and to comply with 
state regulations.

Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, May 25, and the 
next meeting of the Joint School Committee is scheduled 
for Tuesday, May 10. Both meetings begin at 6:30 pm.

Local Composer Writes 


Benefit Concert for Ukraine 

St. Gabriel’s Church will host the premier concert 
of four string quartets entitled “The Four Winds” written 
by local composer Ronald Wisner on July 25 at 7:30 pm 
at St. Gabriel’s Church, 124 Front St., Marion. The concert 
celebrates the community’s 
connection to the sea after the isolation during Covid. 

Ukraine is in the middle of a humanitarian crises. 
The entire proceeds from the concert will go to the benefit 
of Ukraine refugees, now totaling over 4.5 million and 
growing. 

The theme of the four quartets, “East,” “West,” 
“North” and “South” is the South Coast’s shared 
connection to sailing, the sea and life in this seafaring 
region, including the perils of New Bedford fisherman 
and beyond, both past and present. 

The titles of the sixteen movements, four in each 
quartet, include references to those perils, such as death 
at sea and the first voyages of the Vikings. One movement 
describes the antics of the shearwater, the pelagic bird 
who spends its entire life offshore skimming the waves. 

Mr. Wisner, 67, a sailor and local businessman, 
manufactured large-format cameras, optics and the 
famous Polaroid 20x24 instant camera. He studied music 
theory, composition and music history at Hartt College of 
Music. 

Jenny Memoli, the gifted violinist and graduate of 
Peabody Conservatory of the Johns Hopkins University 
and member of the New Bedford Symphony, who is also a 
sailor, was the composer’s consultant during the yearlong 
composition of the quartets. Ms. Memoli will be the first 
violin in the quartet.

Buzzard’s Bay Natural Estuary Grant Program. 

The Jackson-Ferreira Preserve is a forested parcel 
comprised mostly of wetlands that feed the Mattapoisett 
River and over 1,200 feet of frontage on Gifford’s Pond. 
Its protection helps to preserve the water quality of the 
Mattapoisett River watershed, provides wildlife habitat 
and contributes to the rural character of Rochester. Due to 
the extensive wetlands, there are no trails on the property, 
though the public is welcome to visit and will find a sign 
marking the property along Quaker Lane. 

“Purchasing the Jackson-Ferreira property was a 
perfect fit for our mission of protecting Rochester’s rural 
character and natural resources,” said Matt Monteiro, 
president of the Rochester Land Trust. “It will now be 
forever protected and be a part of Rochester’s important 
protected water resources.” 

The property is named in honor of Lillian and 
Abraham Jackson and Manuel and Arminda Ferreira. 

The Jackson and Ferreira families owned and managed 
this land for generations. It was once part of a larger 
farmstead that included a sawmill. 

“Abraham and Lillian Jackson loved the 
woods and water surrounding their nearby home. 

Their grandchildren are pleased their memory is now 
embedded in this land,” the Jackson family said. 

“Manuel and Arminda Ferreira’s farm provided 
food for them and the surrounding community for over 
thirty years. As a child, I remember berry picking with 
my mother and grandmother and watching the night sky 
with my father and grandfather. I am very pleased that a 
portion of their farmland will be preserved in its natural 
state for others to explore and make their own memories,” 
said their granddaughter, Gloria McCarthy. 

Rochester Land Trust is an all-volunteer 
organization.

Plymouth County Entomologist Blake Dinius for his 
presentation, “Io Bee or not to Bee.” Blake explained that 
although wasps are not well-received, all of our bees are 


wasps. However, not all wasps are bees. Bees are a subgroup of wasps and can be seen as 
a “vegetarian” wasp and get their protein from pollen. Bees are also much hairier than 
wasps. Blake jokes that bees are “hippie” wasps. Blake explained that there is an amazing 
amount of diversity of bees and that 77 percent of bees are solitary, and 80 percent of bees 
nest in the ground rather than a hive. To support our local bee species, Blake suggests 


that people incorporate native-plant species in 
their landscaping plans.

Rochester Historical Society

In a previous article about the Rochester Women’s 
Club, I touched on two aspects of the club that sent me 
looking for more information. The first was the part that 
the Rochester’s Men’s Club played in the creation of the 
Women’s Club. The men had a clubhouse on Mary’s Pond 
Rd. next to the baseball field. Men gathered there to play 
cards, pool and to plan clambakes and chowder suppers 
along with other activities. For a while, Tuesday nights 
were set aside for women’s card parties. Eventually, 
as was previously mentioned, the women began their 
own club and became affiliated with state and national 
women’s clubs and had their own building. 

The other thing that caught my attention was 
basketball at the Women’s Club. Looking at today’s 
building, I had trouble picturing a basketball court. I was

I was taking 
“basement” to 
mean “cellar,” 
an area under

So, back to basketball. The annex is a large, long 
area and without the dropped ceilings of today, had a 
high ceiling open to the rafters.

X. Starring Mia Goth and Brittany Snow. Directed by Ti 
West.

A work of art or entertainment can have a lot on 
its mind and under its hood, but if you don’t like it, you 
don’t like it, and no amount of sophisticated subtext is 
going to make you like it. Which brings us to Ti West’s 
X, a nasty retro slasher film, set in 1979 and indebted to 
The Texas Chainsaw Massacre as well as to a number of 
‘70s porn flicks. X conflates sex and violence in an almost 
comically obvious way; it’s about a small crew of porn 
filmmakers who go to a remote location and get picked 
off gorily one by one, but not before they’ve plied their 
trade. So in a way, the movie is a meta commentary on the 
have-sex-and-die motif that distinguished (if that is the 
word) many slasher flicks in the ‘80s. It feels almost as if 
West intends it as a minimalist distillation of slasher and 
porn tropes: Here, this is what all those gross-out and skin 
flicks were getting at all along. 

I suppose part of the meta joke is that X doesn’t 
really deliver either as horror or as sexploitation. West 
and cinematographer Eliot Rockett stage the porn-making 
scenes unimaginatively, and the murder scenes, when 
they eventually come, follow suit. X is a slow burn, 
though it starts with a flash-forward to the police nosing 
around the bloody crime scene, as though West were 
saying “Yes, the first half of the movie is a lot of talk and 
hanging out, but don’t worry, gory stuff is coming.” And 
it does, but I found I didn’t care about the victims any 
more than I cared about the psycho fodder in, say, Friday 
the 13th Part 3. 

The camera really only has eyes for Maxine (Mia 
Goth), a young porn actress with ambitions of being a 
star, whose freckles seem to come and go depending on 
the scene. Maxine is set up as the Final Girl, but she’s not 
especially likable or smart or ... anything, really. Maxine’s 
psyching herself up in a mirror is perhaps a nod to Boogie 
Nights, and if we remember that film we know that X’s 
setting in 1979 is heavily ironic: Home video would soon 
turn porn into what it always really only was, self-help 
for self-pleasuring, and the concept of porn “stars” more 
or less died. (I think the last adult-film performer whose 
name crossed over into mainstream consciousness was 


Stormy Daniels.) So Maxine is heading for a future in 
videos with titles like Dirty Texas Sluts, Vol. 17. 

We can tell that Ti West wants X to be taken more 
seriously than the rotgut splatterthons whose aesthetic 
it plunders. That’s apparent in the first half’s sense of 
melancholy, its tonal lip service towards the sadnesses of 
age, the lost freedom of youth. A lot of the film seems to 
meditate on the sexual frustration of an elderly woman, 
Pearl, who with her husband owns the property where the 
porn crew are filming. Maxine finds Pearl’s sexual (and, 
it appears, bisexual) neediness pathetic and disgusting, 
and the movie seconds her. One can’t really divide the 
audience’s sympathies in what’s supposed to be a slasher 
throwback; you end up cancelling out any sympathy. 

I won’t say horror movies should be nice, or even 
politically correct, but if we’re to care about a character 
it’d help if that character didn’t invite our disdain, either 
by ageist bigotry or by murderous brutality. In brief, 

the movie’s take on sexuality among the elderly is that, 
however gently Pearl’s longing is framed, codger sex is 
creepy and gross. 

In a movie where people are pitchforked, fed to a 
gator, and generally roughly treated, we search in vain for 
a warm heart. But, whatever West’s intentions, X comes 
across as a cold exercise rather than a hot, blood-red shot 
of the strong stuff. Cold and unfeeling. You can’t ask us to 
think about an old woman’s feelings of hopelessness and 
then push us to root for her messy death. Whatever West 
is trying here doesn’t ultimately land, maybe because 
West himself doesn’t seem to care about any of these 
people. (Regardless, we are told that a prequel film, Pearl, 
is already in the can.) Anyway, something is seriously 
amiss with the tone. Some viewers will find it a spicy 
hit of cruel fun, while others will feel a little rubbed raw, 
not to mention disappointed and bummed out. There 
are actual pornographic horror films, with a budget for 
gory effects and everything. Any of them, in their simple, 
mercenary eagerness to please, might set on the stomach a 
bit better than X.
